No. CGCDA/90-91/247.—The approval of the Direc¬ 
tor, Forward Markets Commission, under Sub-section 01 
of Seciion II of (ho Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act. 
1932 (74 of 1952), read with the Government of India. 
Ministry of Industry and Civil Supplies, Department of Civil 
Supplies and Co-operation, Notification No. S.O. 957 dated 
the 20th March 1975, has been obtained on the 17Lh August. 
1990 to the following amendments made to the Bvc-laws of 
the Central Gujarat Cotton Dealers’ Association, Vadodara, 
the same having been notified under Section 11 of the said 
Act and Rule 11 of the Forward Contracts (Regulation) 
Rules. 1954. 

AMENDMENTS 

In the Articles of Central Gujarat Cotton Dealers' Asso¬ 
ciation, for the existing Articles 4. 8(2), 27(1) and 28(1) 
the following shall be substituted :— 

“(4) Jurisdiction :—The jurisdiction of the Association in¬ 
cludes Bharuch District (Bharuch, Jambusar, Vagra and Amod 
Talukas only), Vadodara District, Kaira District and Panch- 
inahal District and the same shall bo known as Association 
Cotton Area.” 

“8(2) Association’s Annual Subscription Rs. 150.00 
(Rupees one hundred fifty only) shall be paid by (he appli¬ 
cant for Membership and by the existing Members before 
May 15 every year.” 

“'27(1) A person desirous of benig registered as a Broker 
(Dalai) in the Association shall apply in the form 
prescribed for the purpose and if his application is sanctioned 
with the consent of two third of the Members present at the 
Board meriting, he shall be registered as a Broker (Dalai) 
in the Association. Registration fee will be Rs 251 00 
(Rupees two hundred fifty one onlv). Moreover Rs 10000 
(One hundred only) will have to be paid every year within 
one month of the close of the year for the purpns* n r rene¬ 
wal of registration. If the renewal fee is not paid in time, 
on expiry of the time limit, one month notice to pnv the 
same shall be given and insoife of that if the notice is not 
comnfied v ith bv him, the Board shall be competent to sus¬ 
pend or cancel his registration ns a Broker fDolnl).’’ 
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“28(1) A person desirous of being registered as a weigher 
(Tolat ) shall apply to the Association for registration in the 
form prescribed for the purpose and if his application is 
sanctioned by the Board with the consent of two third Mem¬ 
bers present in the Board’s meeting, his name shall be regis¬ 
tered with the Association as a weigher (Tolat). Registration 
fee will be Rs, 51.00 (Rupees fifty one only), moreover 
Rs. 25.00 (Rupees twenty five only) will have lo be paid 
every year within one month of expiry of the year for the 
purpose of renewal of registration. If the renewal fee is not 
paid in time and if he further fails to comply with a notice 
of one month given for payment after expiry of that time, the 
Board shall be competent to suspend or cancel his registra¬ 
tion as weigher (Tolat) ” 

Amendments to liye-laws 

In the said Bye-laws 

(1) For the existing Bye-law 18 A (ii) the following shall 
be substituted, namely :—- 

“18(A)(ii) Invoice back at the spot rate of cotton con¬ 
tracted for, plus penalty, if any, not exceeding Rs. 25.00 
per quintal as the Board may deem fit to impose," 

(2) For the existing Bye-law 18(B) the following shall be 
substituted, namely :— 

“18(B) In the event of the buyer electing to exercise the 
right of buying in the market he shall intimate his pur¬ 
chase to the seller (before 6 P.M.) on the day following 
the failure of the seller to tender as aforesaid or the 
failure of the seller to have the cotton ready for delivery 
as aforesaid. Tn the event of his failing to do so, he 
shall be deemed to have invoiced back the cotton at the 
Spot rate of the cotton contracted for and shall be 
entitled to apply lo the Board to get the amount at the 
rate not exceeding Rs. 25.00 per quintal." 

(3) For the existing Bye-law 19(b) the following shall be 
substituted, namely ;— 

‘‘19(b) Buy at a reasonable rate on account and at the 
risk and expense of the seller cotton of the description 
sold. Such a tender, in ihc event of the buyer electing 
to exercise his right of invoicing back, shall also be 
entitled to receive an amount at the rate no( exceeding 
Rs. 25.00 per quintal as may be fixed by the Board.” 

(4) For the existing Bye-law 30(D)(d) the following snail 
be substituted, namely : - 

“30(D)(d) A rate fixed under clause 30(1)(A-1) hereof 
subject to a right of appeal to the Board, provided it be 
lodged with the Secretary before 1 P.M. on the fourth 
day following the date of fixation of the rate appealed 
against and on payment of an appeal fee of Rs. 500.00 
(Rupees live hundred only) shall be final and binding on 
the parties concerned." 

(5) For the existing Bye-law 33(ii) the following shall be 
substituted, namely . — 

“33(ii) If the parties to the. contract mutually agree that 
the price dilference between the variety tendered and the 
fair average quality (F.A.O.) is jpto ten percent per 
quintal the seller shall tender the goods and buyer shall 
accept the same.” 


(6) For the existing Bye-law 41 the following shall be 
substituted, namely :— 

"41 The seller shall give to the buyer at the time of 
selection 10 Kg. cotton per 100 bales as sample for 
selection (Parakh)." 

(7) For the existing Bye-law 48(C) the following shall be 
substituted, namely : — 

“48(C) (i) On the bales pressed by the seller himself @ 
00-30 paise per bale. 

(ii) On the sold or despatched by the seller @ 00-31 
paise per bale. 

(iii) On the bales purchased by the buyer 00-30 
paise per bale. 

(iv) In case of a contract with non-member, a laaa 
@ 00.30 paise per bale will be lceovered Tn 
addition lo laga mentioned in sub-clause 48 
(C)(l)-(2) (3) from a Member." 

(8) For the existing Bye-law 49(IX) the following shall be 
substituted, namely : 

“49(IX) Survey fee (a) Each party shall pay Rs. 500.00 
(Rupees five hundred only) to the Association as Survey 
fee out of which the Association shall retain Rs. 250.00 
(Rupees two hundred fifty only) and distribute the 
balance amount between tne surveyor & umpire.” 

(9) For the existing Bye-law 50(5) the following shall be 
substituted, namely :— 

”50(5) The award of any two arbitrators or their umpire 
shall be final and binding on both parties, subject (on 
payment of an appeal fee Rs. 1000.00 which shall be 
credited in full to the Association) to right of appeal to 
the appeal committee within 30 days from the date of 
receipt of the award.” 

(10) For (he existing Byc-law 50(10") (I) the following shall 
be substituted, namely 

“50( 10) (I) The fees for an arbitration under this Bye¬ 
law shall be Rs. 500.00. The fees will not be refunded in 
any circumstances from the date of hearing, but half fee 
may be refunded if the dispute is withdrawn beToic the 
commencement of first hearing. 

The fee for an appeal to the Appcul Committee under 
this byc-law shall be Rs, 1000.00. The fees will not be re¬ 
funded in any circumstances from the date of hearing, 
but half fee may be refunded if the Appeal is withdrawn 
before (he commencement of first healing."
